C.P.R. IMPROVEMFNTS ON 18E 


i New Depots to be Erected: at 

Maniteba and North-West 
Points — Preparations for 
Handling the Yukon Trafiic 
—Thirteen New Locomotives 
being Built. 


Manager Whyte of the Canadian 
Pacitic Kailway west of the great lakes 
returned to Winnipeg from hie annual 
trip to the executive of the company iu 
Montreal ou Monday and was inter 
viewed by a press representative when 
he gave some iuformation regarding 
the contemplated improvements on the 
lines io his jurisdiction. ‘ 

“Our company,” said Mr. Whyte, 
“intend to spend a large amount of 
money this year bettering the roadbed 
and the various structures that go to 
make up the system. We will com- 
plete the line between Ft. William and 
Winnipeg with heavy rails, This 
means relaying 100 miles of track and 
when finished we will be able to handle 
any class of freight with the largest 
engines, It is necessary, as you are 
aware, to have these heavy rails in 
order that they may stand the enor 
mous driving power of our new loco- 
motives. Weare now having 13 of 
these engines built at the Baldwin and 
Consolidation works. These are larger 
than the famous Moguls and are equsl 
to the big ones used on the Mountain 
sections. They will baul one third 
more care than our present ones and 1b 
consequence fewer trains will be rv: 
quired and fewer orders, greatly facil 
itating the speed of our service. On 
the Pacific division we willalso make 
many improvements to our roadbed. 

- Will there be any new atation 
buildings erected this year?” quirred 
the scribe. 

“Yes,” replied Mr. Whyte. ‘ At 
Moose Jaw we will put up a handsome 
vew depot, able to accommodate our 
business there. There will! bea dining 
room with offices for the Superintend 
ent and despatchers. All ou? mountain 
hetels will be enlarged and a mugni- 
ticent station constructed at Vancouver. 
As promised by Mr. Shaughnessy, our 
vice president, last year during his 
visit to the North West, a new station 
of modern design will be built at Car- 
berry. New station and freight shed 
buildings will also be erected at Altona, 
Winkier and Sintaluts.” 

* Has there been anything decided 
on for «fast service to accommodate 
Yukon travel?” 

“T think that the class of travel 
going to Yukon does not require a fast 
service at present ; it 1s more second 
class business. The fast service will 
not be brought into use before the 
summer when tvuurists and others 
desiring to cross the continent will 
appreciate such and innovation. The 
new time card just announced reduces 
west bound time between Montreal 
and the Pacific coast by four hours and 
east bound by five hours. This change 
was made owing to the action of the 
Grand Trunk Railway desiring to di: 
ect business via the States and refusieg | 
to allow us the privileges sccorded in 
the past. Weare sure Canadians do 
not cara tn see their business going 
through a foreign channel. It is not 
to their interests that it should.”

McInnis ; and from 
Martin Burns, $16.00 for caretaking 
and shoveling snow. The Treasurer's 
monthly etatement showed a balance 
on hand of $424.38. 

Councillor Hannah, chairman of 
License vnd Police, reported that he 
had instructed the Inspector to investi- 
gate the complaints in regard to board 
ing houses, and the evlicitor had advis 
ed him to let the matter stand over to 
next regular meeting. The report was 
adopted. 

The chairman of the Markets Com- 
mittee recommended a reduction of 25 
per cent. on the weighing fee to Mr.

Dear Sik,—As requested by yours of thé 
let re condition of the town hall, I havg 
carefully examined it and I find tae brick - 
work sumewhat cracked in places by iy 
settling more in some than others. 
The partition which runs through the centre 
of the building in the basement has not 
settled as much as the outside walls, henc« 
the floors are higher in the centre than at. 
the sides and the principal part ef the 
weight comes on the partition. I would 
recommend to lower the partition so as to 
he a shade lower than the walls, so as to 
throw most of the weight on the walls in- 
atead of partition. find that the water 
from the roof has been allowed to run and * 
soak down around stairway at west end. _ | 
would recommend to reof over the stairs 
and side up in under stairs and porch and 
have the roof water thrown clear of build- 
ing 80 as to not allow any so :kage slong the 
back wall of building, i also find the brick 
work cracked a little at the south-east 
corner. ‘There should be acouple of bolts 
put in there and the wall drawa in as much — 
as possible. 

With these repairs done | would consider 
the building perfectly secure and safe for - 

any purpose it might be used for. I do not | 
consider the building unsafe as it is now, 
but it might become so if it is not repaired.

Cooked Fondant—Two  cupfuls of 
granulated sugar, one cupful of hot 
water and one larget ablespoonful of 
glucose. Glucose can be bought at any 
candy kitchen, ani is very inexpen- 
Sive, especially when bought in quan- 
tities. It keeps the sugar from grain- 
ing, making the candy of finer, smooth- 
er quality and easier tto hanile. It 
will keep a long while. When the in- 
gredients are well mixed, leave «vem 
to boil without stirring. Test in the 
usual way. When a few dro,s form 
themselves into a soft ball at the bot- 
tom of the tumbler, it is ready to take 
off the fire; pour into an earthen bowl 
and stir constantly, one way, until it 
is smooth and creamy. When cool en- 
ough to handle, turn upon a_ board, 
using a little cornstarch to prevent 
Sticking, and mold as you mold bread.

SOME WONDERFUL CLOCKS. 


The Werld's Marvels of Astronomical and 
Chronometric Mechanism. 

Of course every Briton has heard at 
one time or other of the famous clock 
tower adjoining the houses of Parlia- 
ment. No coubt he imagines it to be 
a very fine structure and as a matter 
of fact, it is regarded as the best spe- 
cimen in England; but there are many 
more wonderful clocks in existence to- 
day, perhaps not in size, but certainly 
in their skilful mechanism. 

The most wonderful clock in the 
world is exhibited in St. Petersburg. 
Its magnificence may be imagined from 
the fact of this colossal timepiece hav- 
ing no fewer than ninety-five faees. 
It indicates simultaneously the time of 
day at thirty points on the earth's sur- 
face, besides the movement of the earth 
around the sun, the phases of the moon, 
the signs of the zodiac, the passage 
over the meridian of more than fifty 
stars of the northern hemisphere, and 
the date according to the Georgian. 
Greek, Mussulman, and Hebrew calen- 
dars. The works took two years to 
put together after the clock had been 
sent in detached pieces from Switzer- 
land to Russia.

A gigantic clock, made of cycle parts, 
was shown at a recent exhibition held 
in Paris. The hour figures are coin- 
posed of brightly plated cranks, All the 
smaller wheels revolve by means of 
gear chains, but this was only for at- 
traction. The clock kept excellent time, 
and struck hours, half and quarter 
hours, the real mechanism being con- 
cealed in the base. 

At the time of the coronation of the 
Empress of Russia at Moscow, in 1724 
she was presented with a watch as 
wonderful in every particular as the 
famous Strashourg clock. On the op- 
vosite side of the time-keeping part 
there was an exact counterpart of the 
holy sepulchre, with a carved image of 
the Roman guard, the scene being view- 
ed through the glass in the case. Upon 
opening the case the imitation stones 
would roll away from the mouth of the 
miniature sepulchre. the guard kneel, 
angels appear at opposite sides of the 
opening, and at this time the music 
would begin to play, in soft. sweet 
strains, the Easter songs so well known 

| to all Russians. The watch only weighed 
seven ounces. The maker of this won- 
derful piece of mechanism is said to 
have worked upon it almost uninter- 
ruptedly for a perioi of nine years.

Gossip has added to this that 
the boy lay for three weeks on a bunk 
with his clothes on, in a kitchen where 
there was no tire, unable to help him- 
seif snd not receiving care. The facts 
are: Upto the time that we saw any- 
thing wrong with the boy he slept in 


the saine room which we give to| 


visitors. When signs of sickness ap 
peared we made him a comiortable bed 
in the kitchen, with a good tick, a 
feather pillow, blankets, quilts, and a 
buffalo robe if required. In addition 
to this we kept a coal fire burning in 
the stove there day and night. He 
was never in such a condition that he 
could not help himself, and we waited 
upon him as we would our own child. 
The newspaper statement that the 
the doctor “ ordered the boy to town 
for medical attendance ” is true, but he 
said to me that if we had not sent the 
boy to Winnipeg he would have been 
better and wore contented in our own 
home. Gossip has said that the boy 
was ill-treated, that he was beaten 
with a horse trace, that he was not 
properly clothed and that he had not 
sufficient to eat. Now, when the con- 
stable came out here we left him in the 
kitchen alone with the boy and he en- 
deavored to make him admit that some 
of these things were true, but he could 
not. Heexamined his body and there 
was nota mark upon it. The child was 
clothed as comfortably and well as any 
child in the settlement, and to look at 
his face would assure anyune that he 
always enjoyed gocd food and plenty 
of it. The whole trouble was brought 
upon the boy by himself through the 
habit of self abuse, a tl:ing which we 
did not discover until just recently and 
which we forced him to discontinue. 
It is a thing to be regretted that so 
many intelligent people of Moose Jaw 
should grasp at a shadow for the sake 
of a little sensational gossip. By it 
they cannot do us any real Larin and 
they will not dothemselves any geod,

GEN. MIDDLETON DEAD. 


The Man Who Commanded the 


Volunteers at Bateche a 
Veteran of Many 
Campaigns. 


As announced in our iocal column 


last week, General M‘ddieton, who com 


manded the British forces in the Riel 
rebellion of 1885, died at London, Enz., 


on Tuesday, Jan.25¢h,having just passed 
the allotted three ecore and ten years. 
Major - General Sir Frederick D. 
Middleton, K.C.M.G., C.B., was a soa 
of the late Major-General ; 
Middleton, whose name will be well 
remembered in convection with many 
brave deeds in British lndia and Af- 
ghanstan. He was born in 1825, eda 
cated at the Royal Military College at 
Sandhurst and obtained his commission 
in 1842.

He 
served as « volunteer in the suppression 
of the Indian rebeilion in 1855 in com- 
mand of a troop of the Nawaub of 
Moorshedahad’s cavalry. He served 
in Burwnsh with the Twenty-ninth 
regiment. He then served during the 
In‘tan mutiny in General Frauk’s 
column on the march to the siege of 
Lucknow, and was present as aid de- 
camp at all the fights that took place 
en that march. He was aid-de camp 
to General Sir E Lugard, K C. B, at 
the siege and capture of Lucknow, io 
pursuit of Koor Singh and in subse 
quent battles. He was recommended 
for the Victoria Cross for two acts of 
bravery, but being on the personal staff 
was not considered eligible by Lord 
Clyde. He served as brigade major in 
the field force in Oude, employed in 
attacking the forts of the rebel chiefs. 
He was promoted major in 1859 and 
secved a couple of vears in England. 
He then went as aide de camp to Gen 
eral Frankiyn in Gibraltusr, and was 
brigade major and police inagistrate in 
that fortress. Subsequently he was 


Henry Bstes, commanding the British 
troops in Malta. On returning to 
England in 1862 he passed brilliant 
examinations at the Hythe School of 


and joined the Twenty-eighth in Can 
ada in 1868. In 1870 he became 
superintending officer of the garrison 
of instruction to the forces in England. 
Frow 1874 until 1884 he was governor 
and commandent of the Royal Military 
College, Sandhurst. He was then im 
ported by the Canadian Government 
to take cowmand of the Canadian 
Militia. He was then Colonel Middie 
ton.

at » salary of £300. His widow, Lady 
Middleton, was tormerly a Miss Doucet, 
daughter of a wealthy French-Canadian 
merchant of Montreal.

A Flock of 2,000 Wanticred 500 Miles After

A herder n charge of a flock of 2,000 
sheep, which were grazing; near the 
base of the San Francisco Mouniains, 
was killed by lightning

The story of Virginia Ghesquiere, tie 
French heroine, who was decoraied witb 
the order of the Legion of Honor for 
distinguished bravery during one of the 
campaigns of the French army in Spain, 
iS graphicaily told by Emile Cere in 
his history of “Madame Sans-Gene et 
Les ¢emmes Soldats.” 
In the conscription of 1806 a young 
man by the nume of Ghesquiere was 
en.isted. among the forced recruits of 
the department of the Haut-Knin. The 
Leard.ess conscript was frail and deli- 
cate, ulter-y unable to bear the fatigues 
and hardships of war. Kea.izing the 
physical incapacity of her twin brother, 
whom she very c.ocely resembled, the 
brave and umsefish sister, Virginia, de- 
cided to take his p.uce in the runks. 
With the courage of a high and no- 
bie motive, Virginia Ghesquiere beg- 
ged her parents to alow her to do for 
trance what her brother’s iil health 
rendered it tmpossilije for him io do, 
and so earnest did the young patriot 
plead that she won their consent. 
_ Donning her brother's appare., the 
intrepid gir. presented herself at the 
department on the folowing day, and 
was assigned to the Twenty-seventh Ke- 
@iment by the unsuspecting officer 
whore duty it was to enrol the re- 
cruites. 
For six years the brave young wo- 
man preserved her disguise, and dur- 
ing this period was severa) times re- 
warded for ga.lant conduct. At Wa- 
fram the ‘preity sergeant,” as the 
modest, effeminate—icoxing young sol- 
dier was genera ly called, had the hon- 
or of saving the -ife of ihe colonel of 
tha regiment, who had failen into the 
Danube, and woud have perished but 
for her efforts. 
On the second of May, 1808, after the 
Batt e of Lisbon, the “pretty sergeant” 
performed a deed of va‘or that won for 
her tne decoration of the Legion of 
onor, 
The gir: soldier, who was now ser- 
geant of a company of rif.emen, per- 
ceived pt ashort distance from the 


fied of battle the figure of the colonel |_ 


of the regiment tying under the body 
of his dead horse. Turning to two 
comrades, she said, “The body of a co+- 
one: is a flag that belongs to the regi- 
ment, and the Twenty-seventh will re- 
take it.’’ 


AS she spoke she advanved toward | 


the prostrate oificer, folowed by two 
so.diers. Her comrades, both weak 
from ‘oss of blood, were unable to reach 
the goal, so thut the burden of the af- 
fair fel upon her slender shoulders. 
On reaching the spot, she found it 
impossib.e to lift the heavy body of 
the faden officer, tug and struggle as 
she might! She was now, moreover, 
beset by two stlragg:iing English sol- 
diers. Seized by a sort of frenzy at 
this interruption of a merciful deed, 
the iiitle sergeant fired. at one of her 
assailants, wounded him in the shoul- 
der, and then disabled the other by 
vigorous biows from her gun-stock. 
Both Britons surrendered, and as- 
sisted her in placing the officer, who 
still breathed, upon a horse which had 
strayed near. Compelling the Eng- 
lishmen to follow, the ‘‘pretty ser- 
~eant” made a triumpha: entry into 
samp, and (was Boon 
“hava‘fer of the Lagion. 
One of the most singuwiar circum- 
stances of this curious history is that 
after the wars were over the woman 
who had won renown on the hattie- 
fied and public recognition from the 
empire chose to return to her native 


province, and resumed there the oid, | 


simpe, tranquil domestic life of her 


hi dhood. 


Virvinia Ghesquiere died in 1855, but | 


her meimory wia always live among the 
nhabitants of De emont, who from one 
eneration to another wil tell 
hidren’s chldren the story of the 
gireso dier who served France so her- 


oivaiiy for her brother's sake.
